ALEXANDlUA. 

Alexandria, towards which the atten- 
tion of all Christendom is turned, ia 
tho modern counterpart or existence of 
the city that was founded bv Alexander 
the Groat in tho year 332 B. 0. Tiie 
ancient city which attained an eminence 
in power, magnificence and culture soldoiji 
equalled in early times was situated on 
the shore of tho l^Iediterranean twelve 
miles west of the month of tho Nile. The 
modorri city annds partly on what was the 
ialnnd of Pliaros, tiow a peninsula, but 
mostly on tho isthmus by which it h con- 
nected with the mainliuiii. This wa.s or- 
iginally an artificial dyko connocliiig the 
island with tho land opposite; but 
thruugh tho constant accumulation of soil 
and ruins, it has attained its present di- 
m"cnaionS«--.'.-Tho principal public and gov- 
ernment buildings arc on tho peninsula. 
The ancient city w.-vs situated on tho 
mainland adjacent to tho modern town, 
and thouJitent of tho ruins that .still ex- 
ist sufficiently attests its greatness. The 
general appearance of Alexandria i.^ by no 
moans striking; and from its situation its 
environs are sandy, flat and sterile. It 
was formerly surrounded with strong tur- 
retted walls, v. ;r!i extensive ontworlis, 
l)ut to a great e . '..■lit llieMo walls have 
been destroyed to lanke way for iniprovo- 
raents. In tho Turkish rpiartcu- the 
strootB'aro narrow, irregular and tilthy, 
;ind tho houses mean and ill biiilr. The 
h'rank quarter, on tlio other hand, pre- 
sents tho appearance of a European town, 
having handsome streets and siniarcs and 
excellent, shops. TIk^ streets aro-iioariy 
all paved. In tlm suburbs are nuim'r..iis 
handsome villas and residences, with 
pleasant gardens. Among tho i>rincipal 
public buildings an; the palace of tho 
Pasha, tho naval arsenal, tho naval and 
military hospital.", custom-house, bnurse, 
two theatres, several mosques, churches, 
flonvents, and etc. There are several im- 
portant - educational institutions, among 
which is a naval school. The climate of 
.Alexandria is rnild and salubrious. Tho 
lieats of summer are modified willi tlie 
jiorth-west winds from tho sea, which 
prevail durinj^ nine months of the year, 
tho thermometer seldom rising above 
85° Fahr. In winter a good deal of rain 
falls, and throughout the year tho, atmos- 
phere is generally moist, being saturated 
with a saline vapour from tho sea. Al- 
■csandria h.as been mainly indebted for 
its prosperity to the advantages of its 
position for trade. It was this that first 
attracted '-tho attention of its far-seeing 
founder to the site and its subsequent 
history in no way proved hi.s penetration 
■ :it fault. It soon roso to be, tho most im- 
portant commercial city in tho world and 
the groat emporium of trade between Eu- 
rope and tho East. Subsequently its for- 
tunes fluctuated with thoso of its possess- 
ota, but<-the;groat^ blow to its prosperity 
was tho discovbry of tho route to India 
by tho Capo of Good Hope, and under 
Uio Turks it sank into iusigniricance, 
numbering only about tj,000 inhal)itants 
Soon after Mehomot Ali became ruler of 
Of Bg^fpt hfe turned his attention to tno 
restoration of Alexandria. Since tho 
town became tho centre of tho steam 
communication between Europe and In- 
dia, and tho principal statiqn on the 
Overland Route its progress has been 
rapid. Alexandria has two ports, an 
oistern and a'westorn. Tlio latter called 
also the Old Port is hy far tho larger and 
better of the two. It extends from the 
town westward to Jlarabout, nearly 6 
miles, and ia about a milo and a half in 
width. It has three principal entrances. 
Tbo first ^^'^^ nearest the city has 
about 17 fcot of water and is used only 
by boats. The second or middle which 
is rdso tho principal entrance is about a 
quarter of a mile wide, and 1ms, where 
shallowest, 27 foot, of water. The east- 
ern side of this cntrancu is marked by 
buoys and Ihero aro landmarks for guid- 
ing to the Chwuel The third or west- 



ern entrance has its western boundary 
about throe eighths of a mile from filara- 
bout island, ia about halC,^a milo wide, 
and has from 25j,to 27;,feot, of jWater 
whoro shallowest.'.' ~ ;' liT' '< "

TSB OOLLB&S SCHOOL, YICTOHIA. 
Priao Day. 

The midsununcr examinations of tho 
.Collogo School, which had been held dur- 
ing the week itrevious (through the kind- 
ness of Miss Dupont) in tlm largo class 
room of Angela t^cllcge, were brought to 
a ha[ipy conclusion on Tuesday last (St . 
James' Day) by llu.' distribution of ihn 
prizes to the successful competitors. The 
boys having mustered at 11 o'clock, at- 
tended divine service at tho cathedral, at 
which the ante-commission oHiec was 
read by tho Lord Bishop of the diocese, 
a.ssi.sted by the Rev. W. .Afalachi, and a 
special .icliool srrnu'U was jireachud by 
tho hoad uia.ster, the Rev. (). 11. Badg- 
ley. Returning thence to Angela C(d- 
k-ge, His Lordsliii), who is visitor of the 
school, took the chair and tho more for- 
mal proceedings of tho d.ay began. Tlie 
head master having made a fow iireliuii- 
nary remarks bearing on tho present po- 
sition of the school, in which iie referred 
to the steady growth in niimber.s of the 
boys and to tho marked advance, intel- 
lectually anil otherwise, which he had 
boon able to observe during the past 
year, then read out tho prize list for the 
Christm.as and midsummer oxaniinationa 
of tho school year, and introduced tho 
prize men to His Lordship. The Binhop, 
in a few' happy and encour.aging words 
addressed to each, presented tho prizes 
to their respective winners as they wore 
brought before him. Mr. Justice Crease 
then made a short and stirring address to 
the boys, dwelling forcibly on the duty 
incumbent upon them all of upholding 
the honor and good name of their school 
by tho gentlemanly bearing which is such 
a marked characteristic of Eni:li3h public 
school boys. He insisted particularly on 
tho. fact that the rahon d'etre of such a 
school as theirs was that it should send 
forth not only scholars and educated lads, 
but Christian and manly boys, whoso in- 
stincts and social training as evidenced in 
daily life and conduct should stamp them 
at oneo aa pupils of a school which sought, 
however distantly, to follow in its system 
the successful example of the great 
schools at home. 

The Bishop then rose to make a few 
closing observations. Llo e.'cpresscd his 
groat pleasure at being present on such 
an occasion and Mho aatisfaction with 
which ho had heard of the gradual growth 
of the school and of the progress of the 
boys during the school year just ended. 
Ue felt sure that the prizes which he had 
so gladly presented that morning had 
been won only by continued efiort and 
oxertion, and having been thus hardly 
gained would bo all tlie more appreciated 
by tliosi' who hail .secured them. His 
Lordship next rof(>rred to tho fact that 
tho College School had now been in ex- 
istence for twenty- two years, and though 
It had osporionced many vicissitudes, he 
could look forward more hopefully tlian 
over before to its permanent establi.sh- 
meiU in their midst. Ho trusted that 
another year would see it settled in a 
building of its own worthy of tho school 
and nf the iiniinrlaiit work which it was 
called upon to fnllll. .Vlluding in kindly 
terms to the appi-o.aching departure of the 
Bev. .Mr. Ailun, ho said that ho was hap- 
py to announce that a gentleman tlior- 
ouijhly fitted iri everyway, a good scholar, 
a good cricketer and a man of former 
Bchool exp(Tience, F. fi. Walker Esq., 
15. .\ . (with lionor.s), of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, had been that very day ap- 
pointed to tho vacant n^.^tership. In 
conclusi<jn His Lordshij) hoped that the 
holidays which were now to begin would 
be a period nf grateful rest and healthy 
recreation to both maste.r ai'il boys, and 
tliat all woidd thoroughly enjoy them. 

The head master having expressed his 
grateful obligations to the lady principal 
of Angela College for the use during ex- 
amination week of the room in which 
they were then assembled, and having 
tlu'.nked His Lordship tho Bishop for so 
kmdly presiding, and the vL^itotS who 
had honored them with their presence on 
this auspicious day, announced that the 
midsummer liolidays would be for tho 
usual six weeks and would end on Sep- 
tember 8tli. 

Cheers were then given by the boys for 
tho Bishop, the Indies and the masters, 
and the day's proceedings c.imc to a close.

Last evoninif at 8 o'clock an interesting 
meeting wa.s hold in the Reformed Epis- 
copal Church, Humboldt street, for tlio 
j)iir[)ose of hearing an account by Bishop 
Crid;;e iiud Seiiatoi' .Macdonald of their 
late visit to Metlakahtla, and tho present 
condition of tho missiiuiary field tlierc. 

Tho mooting was fairly attended, the 
chair being occupied liy .Mr. .James W. 
Douglas. 

The moeliiig haviii.g been opened wilh 
jirayrr by P.i.-ilinp C'lidse, tlio-chairman 
l>rielly stated that they wci'e met to bear 
an areoimt of !\lr P'.mcan's labtiis at 
.Mi-tlakahlla. 

^^enato^ .Maeiionald i n risiin,' said it 
wa.s a delusion as to Mr. Duncan having 
derived any boncfit from tho tvadu v. hicli 
he had cRlablishod at Metlakahtla, as all 
lhi> money so niadi' had been spent aiiiom^ 
the Indians, and the trade was merely a 
eoliveiiience lu the Indians. .Mr. Dun-

Thai whilo n.-issini;' no opinion on llie 
respective merits of church organizations, 
this meeting is Strongly of opinion that 
tho endeavor to ostabtish a rival church 
at 3Iotlakahtla, eontr.iry to the expressed 
will of a largo majority of the natives is 
not only inimical In Ihe peace and har- 
mony of the village, but also to the 
spread of the gnspid among the surround- 
ing tribes. Carried. 

Senator Macdonald moved a vote of 
th.anks to the chairman. Jus. Douglas, 
Esq., which being seconded was carried 
liiianinuuiHly. 

.Similar votes of I hanks were -moved to 
LSishop Cridgo and .Senator Macdonald 
for their exce.'lcnt addresses. 

The meeting was then dosed _ with a 
benediction.

Davio rc- 
poatod my words there in a loud manner. 
"You will break niy jaw, will you? .V 
nice oDicor'of the peace you are, to talk 
about breaking people's jaws." 1 told 
liiin, "Yes, Davie, if ever yon repeat 
ihoso falsolioods about ino I will break 
your jaw." I lost my tompor and aworc 
at him a littlo. I used tbo crooked end 
of tho stick on my hand. I did not hold 
the stick over his head, or thrcaton to 
strike him at tho corner. I did not use 
Iho words repeated' by Fitz Allen this 
morning, or anything like them. There 
is no ill feeling oxo^spt on tho part of Jlr. 
Davio. I novor had any intention of as- 
saulting Mr. Davie. 

To Mr. Drake— I am paid by tho gov- 
ernment. I do not interfere in politics. 
I did not havo charge cf Drummond. 
Never interfered at Cowichan. Have not 



interfered inthiacloction. Believomyduty 
is to keep my temper. It is not my usual 
course to slang a man. I lost 
my temper. Ue was very oxcitod. I. 
said to him, "If you don't stop tolling 
lies I'll punish you." Ho said, "How?" 
I lold him by breaking his jaw. I havo 
no recollection of using words to the eH'oct 
that 'T have a good notion to strike you 
here. '' 

John Lcoch sworn — I saw Mr. Todd 
and ."Mr. Davio coining down Government 
street. .\t the corner iMr. Davio said. 
"You will break my jaw, will you?" Todd 
said, "If ypu ropcat thoso words I will. ' 
.Mr. Tndd" did not attempt to strike Mr. 
D.ivie. f was at Ihe theatre cui Saturday 
iiieht. Mr. Davie said if -\lr. 'I'odd were 
paid by tlio government ho would bi^ 'here 
and intorrupt tho meeting. Mr. Ford 
a.-ked !Mr. Davie what businesK he had"at 
the theatre Ford askeil tho cludrmau of 
the ini.-t-ting if he niiglit n.sk a few quea- 
tion,>. I don't know if Ford afterward 
spoke In Mr. Davie or Mr. .Shakospoare. 

-Mr. Mills submitted that if there was 
any tlireat, it was a conditional one, and 
that I here did exist ill will between the 
parties. His Honor ilierefoie bad no 
jurisdiction and couhl nf't bind the ac- 
ciLicd to keep the peace. 

He asked for n dismissal nn these 
groiiiuks. 

Mr. Drake said His Lienor could nut 
be favorably impressed by the conduct 
of Mr. Todd, while Mr. Davio had shown 
great command of temper. What oe- 
enrred in the Ihcal re had no ronnoet i<m 
with the ni.alter.

His Honor said .Mr. Davio denied any 

in.ilice, ami said ho was in bodily foar. 
He would take Iho ilefendant's own recog- 
ni;'.anees in SlOO auit two sureties in iibO 
each. 

The bondsmen were iNfossrs Janics 
Fell and William Pi llald. 

The cliarHe of slabbing was partially 
heard and remanded for two days for fiir- 
1 her eviilenco.

The charKO against the four Chinamon 
fnr defrauding tho provincial revenue was 
uuain proceeded with. 

K. iliiiies, sworn and cross examined by
